NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS
As of and for the Year Ended June 30, 1998

1NTRODUCI'1ON

The Ville Platte Housing Authority {authority) was created by Louisiana Revised
Statute (1.5A-R.S.) 40:391 to engage in the acquisition, development, and
administration of a low rent housing program to provide safe, sanitary, and
affordable housing to the citizens of ville Platte, Louisiana.

The authority is administered by a five-member board appointed by the Mayor. Members
of the board serve three-year termns.

Under the United States Housing Act of 1937, as amended, the U.S. Department of
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) has direct responsibility for administering

Jow rent housing programs in the United States. Accordingly, HUD has entered into
an annual contributions contract with the authority for the purpose of assisting
the authority in financing the acquisition, construction, and leasing of housing
units and to make annual contributions (subsidies) to the authority for the purpose
of maintaining this low rent character,

At June 30, 1998, the authority manages 225 public housing units.
* 1n addition, the authority is currently administering one separate modernization

program,

NOTE 1 -~ SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACOOUNTING POLICIES

Basis of Presentation

The accompanying financial statements of the authority have been prepared in
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP) as applied to
governmental units. The Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) is the
accepted standard setting body for establishing governmental accounting and financial
reporting principles.

Reporting Entity

GASB Statement No. 14 established criteria for determining the governmental reporting
entity and component units that should be included within the reporting entity.
Because the anthority it legally separate and fiscally independent, the authority

is a separate governmental reporting entity. or appointment of governing body, and
other general oversight responsibility.

The authority is a related organization of the City of Ville Platte, Louisiana since
the mayor appoints a voting majority of the authority's governing board. The City
of Ville Platte, ILouisiana is not financially accountable for the authority as it
cannot impose its will on the authority and there is no potential for the authority
- to provide financial benefit to, or impose financial burdens on, the City of Ville
Platte, lLouisiana. Accordingly, the authority is not a component unit of the
financial reporting entity of the City of Ville Platte, Louisiana.

The authority includes all funds, account groups, activities, et cetera, that are
within the oversight responsibility of the authority.

Certain units of local government over which the authority exercises no oversight
responsibility, such as the parish police jury, school board, and municipalities
within the parish, are excluded from the accompanying financial statements. These
units of government are considered separate reporting entities and issue financial
statements separate from those of the authority. 1In addition, the accompanying
financial statements do not include various tenant associations which are legally
separate entities,

Fund Accounting

The authority uses funds and account groups to report on its financial position

and the results of its operations. Fund accounting is designed to demonstrate

legal compliance and to aid financial management by segregating transactions relating
to certain government functions or activities.

A fund is a separate accounting entity with a self-balancing set of accounts. On

the other hand, an account group is a financial reporting device designed to provide
accountablility for certain assets and liabilities that are not recorded in the

funds because they do not directly affect net expendable financial resources.

Funds of the authority are classified into two categories: governmental and
fiduciary. Each category, in turn, is divided into separate fund types. The fund

classifications and a description of each existing fund type follow:
Governmental Funds

Governmental funds account for all or most of the authority'’'s general activities,
including the collection and disbursement of specific or legally restricted monies,
the acquisition or construction of general fixed assets, and the servicing of general
long-term obligations. Governmental funds include:

1. General Fund--the general operating fund of the authority accounts for all
financial resources, except those required to be accounted for in other funds,
The General Fund includes transactions of the low rent housing assistance programs.

2. Debt service funds--account for transaction relating to resocurces retained and
used for the payment of principal and interest on those long-term obligations
recorded in the general long-term obligations account group. Debt service funds
contain current year payments of principal and interest on project notes and bonds
payable.,

3. Capital projects funds--account for financial resources received and used for
the acquisition, construction, or improvement of capital facilities not reported
in the other governmental funds. Capital projects funds contain transactions

- relating to active modernization and development programs.

Fiduciary Funds
Fiduciary funds account for assets held on behalf of outside parties, including
other governments, or on behalf of other funds within the authority. 7The Tenants

Security Deposits Agency Fund consists of the tenant security deposit accounts.

hgency Funds are custodial in nature (assets egual liabilities) and do not involve
measurement of results of operations.

Basis of Accounting

The accounting and financial reporting treatment applied to a fund is determined
by its measurement focus. All governmental funds are accounted for using a current
financial resources measurement focus. With this measurement focus, only current
assets and current liabilities are generally included on the balance sheet.
Operating statements of these funds present increases and decreases in net current
assets. The modified accrual basis of accounting is used by all governmental funds
and agency funds. The govermmental funds use the following practices in recording
revenues and expenditures:

Revenues
Operating subsidies and the annual contributions received from HUD are recorded

when available and measurable., Federal restricted grants are recorded when
reimbursable expenditures have been incurred.

Rental incone, excess utilities, and other income are recorded in the month earned.

Interest earnings are recorded when time deposits mature and interest is credited
to the authority's deposits.

Expenditures

Expenditures are recorded when the related fund liability is incurred. This includes
expenditures for salaries and capital outlay in the general fund.

Expenditures for principle and interest on long-term obligations are recognized

when due. The authority's liability for compensated absences is accounted for in
the general long-term obligation account group and is recorded annually. At June
30, 1998, the liability for accumulated compensated absences was $3,600 for the

general fund.
Other Financing Sources {(Uses)

Transfers between funds that: are not expected to be repaid are accounted for as
other financing sources (uses). These other financing sources (uses) are recognized
at the time the underlying events occur.

. Deferredd Revenues

The authority reports deferred revenues on its combined balance sheet. Deferred
revenues arise when resources are received by the authority before it has a legal
claim to them, as when grant monies are received before the incurrence of qualifying
expenditures. 1In subseguent periods, when the authority has a legal claim to the
resources, the liabllity for deferred revenue is removed from the combined balance

sheet and the revenue is recognized,

Budgets

The authority uses the following budget practices:

1. "The Executive Director prepares a proposed budget and submits same to the Board
Comissioners no later than thirty days prior to the beginning of each fiscal
year, '

2. Following discussion and acceptance of the budget by the Board, it is sent to
HUD for approval.

3. Upon approval by HUD, the budget is formally adopted.

4. Any budgetary amendments require the approval of the Executive Direcotor and
Boarrd of Commnissioners.

5. Any budgetary appropriations lapse at the end of each fiscal year,

6. Budgets for the General, Debt Service, and Capital Projects Funds are adopted
on a basis consistent with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP).

7. The budget comparison presented in the financial statements includes the original
budget and all amendmenis.

Cash and Cash Equivalents and Investments

Cash includes amounts in demand deposits, interest-bearing demand deposits, and
money market accounts and certificates of deposit with original maturities of 90

days or less. Under state law, the authority may deposit funds in demand deposits,
interest-bearing demand deposits, money market accounts, or time deposits with state
banks organized under Louisiana law and national banks having their principal offices
in Louisiana.

Under state law, the authority may invest in United States bonds, treasury notes,

or certificates., These are classified as investments if their original maturities
exceed 90 days; however, if the original maturities are 90 days or less, they are

classified as cash equivalents,

Short-term Interfund Receivables/Payables

During the course of operations, numerous transactions occur between individual
funds for goods provided or services rendered. These receivables and payables are
classified as "due from other funds" or "due to other funds" on the balance sheet.
- Short-term interfund loans are classified as interfund receivables/payables.

Prepaid Items

Payments made to insurance companies for coverage that will benefit the period beyond
June 30, 1998 are recorded as prepaid insurance,

Fixed Assets

Fixed assets of governmental funds are recorded as expenditures at the time they
are purchased or costructed, and the related assets are capitalized (reported) in
the general fixed assets account group. Public domain or infrastructures are not
capitalized. No construction period interest costs have been incurred and
capitalized for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1998. No depreciation has been
provided on genheral fixed assets. All fixed assets are valued at historical cost.

Compensated Absences

The authority follows Civil Service guidelines pertaining to the accumulation of

vacation and sick leave. This leave may be accumulated and carried over between

fiscal years, with a maximum of 300 hours of payment of leave upon termination or
retirement,

The cost of current leave privileges, computed in accordance with GASB Codification
Section C60, is recognized as a current-year expenditure in the governmental funds
when lesve is actually taken. The cost of leave privileges not requiring current
resources 1is recorded in the general long-term obligations account group.

Long-Term Obligations

e e By rer————

Long-term obligations expected to be financied from governmental funds are reported
in the general long-term obligations account group. Expenditures for principal
and interest payments for long-term obligations are recognized in the governmental

funds when due.

Fund Equity

Reserves

Reserves represent those portions of fund equity not appropriable for expenditures
or legally segregated for a specific future use.

Designated Fund Balanoces

Designated fund balances represent tentative plans for future use of financial
resources.,

Interfund Transactions

Quasi-external transactions are accounted for as revenues, expenditures, or expenses.
- Transactions that constitute reimbursements to a fund for expenditures/expenses
initially made from it that are properly applicable to another fund are recorded

as expenditures/expenses in the reimbursing fund and as reductions of
expenditures/expenses in the fund that is reimbursed.

All other interfund transaction, except quasi-external transactions and
reimbursements, are reported as transfers. Nonrecurring or nonroutine permanent
transfers of equity are reported as residual equity transfers. all other interfund
transfers are reported as operating transfers.

Total Columns on Combined Statements

The total colums on the conbined statements are captioned Memorandum Only to
indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial analysis. Data in
these colums do not present financial position, results of operations, or changes
in financial position in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles.
Neither is such data comparable to a consolidation. Interfund eliminations have
not been made in the aggregation of this data.

NOTE 2 - EXPENDITURES - ACIUAL AND BUDGET

There were no individual funds with expenditures/expenses over budgeted
expenditures/expenses for the year ended June 30, 1998.

These deposits are stated at cost, which approximates market. Under state law,

these deposits must be secured by federal deposit insurance or the pledge of

securities owned by the fiscal agent bank. The market value of the pledged

securities plus the federal deposit insurance must at all times equal the amount

on deposit with the fiscal agent., These securities are held in the name of the

pledging fiscal agent bank in a holding or custodial bank that is mutually acceptable

to both parties. At June 30, 1998, the authority has $311,461 in deposits. These

deposits are secured from risk by $203,452 of federal deposit insurance and $160,000

of pledged securities held by the custodial bank in the name of the fiscal agent
bank (GASB Category 3).

Even though the pledged securities are considered uncollateralized (Category 3)
under the provisions of GASB Statement 3, Louisiana Revised Statute 39:1229 imposes
a statutory requirement on the custodial bank to advertise and sell the pledged
securities within 10 days of being notified by the authority that the fiscal agent
has failed to pay deposited funds upon demand.

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NOTE 6 - RETIREMENT SYSTEMS

The authority participates in the Housing-Renewal and IL.ocal Agency Retirement Plan
which is a defined contribution plan. The plan consists of employees of various
local and regional housing authorities, urban renewal agencies, and other similar
organizations, Through the plan, the authority provides pension benefits for all
full-time employees. All eligible individuals must be employed for at least six
months before participating in the plan. The authority has eight aenployees
participating as of June 30, 1998,

Under a defined contribution plan, benefits depend solely on amounts contributed

to the plan and investment earnings. Benefits of the plan are funded by employee
and employer contributions. Participants in the plan are regquired to make a monthly
contribution to 5.5 percent of their basic compensation. The authority makes a
monthly contribution equal to 5.5 percent of each participant's basic compensation.

The employer contributions and earnings allocated to each participant's account
are fully vested after one year of continucus service.

The authority's total payroll for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1998, was $180,274,
The authority's contributions were made based on the total covered payroll of
$180,274. The authority and the covered employees made the required contributions
for the year ended June 30, 1998. The employee contributions totaled $10,5926 while
the authority's contributions totaled $2,915 for the year ended June 30, 1998,
